CHICAGO, June 4—The Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation reiterated in an editor­ 
ial today a warning that tonsil­ 
lectomies should not be

formed on children during polio 
epidemics 
The Journal editorial

that since it issued its

warning, March 12, 19 42, 
there 
have been some studies 
which 
indicated there was no relation­ 
ship to pclio and the removal of 
tonsils or adenoids. 
The J o urnal said, ho we v e r, 
that a recent rev iew o f statis­ 
tics buttressed the o r i g i n a I 
warning against to nsil o p e r a ­ 
tio ns during the po lio seaso n. 
A study of 4,331 cases of polio 
in 27 states during 19 47, accord­ 
ing to the Journal, showed that 
incidence of bulbar poliomy elitis 
—most deadly f or m 
of 
t h e 
disease—amounted to 25 percent 
among children who had tonsil­ 
lectomies within two 
m o nt h s 
before the onset of the disease. 
Among children who did not 
have tonsil operations sho r 1 1 y 
before, incidence of bulbar polio­ 
my elitis was only 11.7 percent. 
The Journal pointed out 
t h a t 
since tonsillectomy is usually an 
elective operation “ the pre v e n 
tive attitude of delay is justi­

The twin jets located in the 
center of the plane will pump 
compressed air to the tips of the 
propeller. The compressed air 
will mix with fuel at the tips and 
be fired there. The rotor will 
turn like a pinwheel. 
The Air Force spokesman said 
this will eliminate what aviators 
call “ torq ues”—a tendency to 
tip the plane to the direction the 
motor is operating—and will in­ 
crease efficiency . 
The helicopter will have no 
forward thrust as such. It will 
move forward and backward by 
tipping its horizontal propeller 
to an angle.

Pius XII has proclaimed 1950 a 
holy year and proposed a

“defense of the church

renewed attacks.” 
Ane pontiff, dressed in his tra­ 
ditional papal robes, made the 
announcement in a brief speech 
at the Vatican while the bells of 
Rome’s 356 Catholic 
churches 
pealed.

MODERN fire-fig hting co nsists fully as 
much in prev entio n as in the actual putting 
o ut o f fires which hav e been allo wed 
to 
start. This aspect o f the matter is co v ered 
in Hawo rth, N. J., by a junio r fire depart­ 
ment which has been in ex istence fo r s e v ­ 
eral y ears. 
Org anized by Chief Charles Dell, the 
bo y s, who are in the six th, sev enth and 
eig hth g rades, are furnished with badg es 
and allo wed to ride o n the fire trucks o n 
so me o ccasio ns. They do no t ride to fires, 
ho wev er. Their jo b co v ers ev ery ang le o f 
fire prev entio n and includes keeping hy d­ 
rants clear o f weeds in Summer and sno w 
in Winter. They hav e definite duties at the 
fire ho uses and are useful as inspecto rs fo r 
fire hazards. Lectures, fire drills, and e s ­ 
say co ntests o r kindred subjects are held 
in the scho o ls. 
This scheme makes use o f the unbo unded 
energ y o f bo y s as well as their enjo y ment 
o f real 
respo nsibility . 
So me 
such 
plan 
wo uld do ubtless pro v e adv antag eo us in any 
small o r medium-sized co mmunitv .

But as reg ards China, 
the State Department po licy has been de­ 
sig ned to assist Russia to co nquer China 
thro ug h an arm y o f “ ag rarian refo rm ers,” 
called the Chinese Co mmunist Party — a 
m em ber o f the Third Internatio nal since 
1 9 2 0 . 
The assumptio n o f the Russian m ust be 
that we hav e so m e special reaso ns abo ut 
Greece and Turkey and J apan, which ap­ 
ply to no o ther parts o f the wo rld. Fo r no 
o ne who pursues a lo g ical co urse can po s­ 
sibly understand why this co untry , which 
had a firm po licy co ncerning China f o r 
mo re than a century , wo uld g et so ex cited 
o v er Turkey and Greece and then thro w 
China away . Certainly , he co uld find no 
ex planatio n fo r the simultaneo us Berlin 
Airlift and the sacrifice o f China.

Two Causes For Frequent 
And Persistent Headaches 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 


A S I hav e poin ted out, the con d i­ 
tion s which may cause head ache are 
n umberless but, for the type of 
head ache which recurs frequen tly 
an d persists ov er a lon g period of 
time, there seem to be two main 
causes. 
These are first, head in juries an d , 
secon d ly, psychological d istu rb ­ 
an ces, such as men tal con flicts or 
emotion al strain . 
A large n umber of patien ts with 
these types of head aches hav e been 
stud ied by Dr. Arn old P. Fried man 
an d his co-workers, of New York. 
After Accid en t 
Where head ache resulted from in ­ 
jury, the pain appeared soon after 
the accid en t an d persisted for more 
than two mon ths. 
The factors which are thought to 
accoun t for these head aches are d is­ 
ten tion or swellin g of the blood v es­ 
sels within the skull, possible spasm 
of the n eck an d head muscles, an d 
the emotion al effect prod uced by the 
in jury, such as an xiety or d epres­ 
sion , 
A patien t with so-called psycho­ 
gen ic or psychologic head ache has 
head pain s regularly when subject 
to some men tal con flict or strain . In 
these patien ts, thorough examin a­ 
tion rev eals n o ev id en ce of physical 
illn ess or an abn ormal con d ition . It 
is thought that these psychologic 
head aches are d ue also to some 
sw ellin g or d ilation of the blood v es­ 
sels within the skull, an d spasms of 
the head an d n eck muscles. 
A v ariety of remed ies for head ­ 


aches of the two kin d s men tion ed 
hav e been suggested . More than 500 
patien ts with such head aches were 
treated with d ifferen t types of d rugs 
—pain -reliev in g d rugs, d rugs which 
cause a con traction of the blood v es­ 
sels, an d d rugs which cause the 
blood v essels to d ilate. In ad d ition , 
v itamin s, together with 
psycho­ 
logical measures, were also used . 
Best Result* 
It was foun d that the best result* 
were obtain ed in those patien ts 
treated 
with 
the 
pain -reliev in g 
preparation s. The other d rugs ap­ 
paren tly gav e n o better results than 
those obtain ed by the use of sub­ 
stan ces which had n o kn own effect 
on the bod y, such as salt solution . 
It is felt that treatmen t with 
d rugs is ben eficial in man y cases be­ 
cause the patien t kn ows he is receiv ­ 
in g treatmen t an d has con fid en ce in 
the remed y which the physician has 
prescribed for him. It is importan t 
in all of these cases to restore the 
patien t's con fid en ce an d to get rid 
of factors of men tal an d physical 
strain which con tribute to the per­ 
sisten ce of the head ache. 
The physician , of course, will pre­ 
scribe such d rugs a3 he thin ks may 
be useful, particularly sed ativ es or 
quietin g d rugs.

DOLLARS FOR EGYPT 


BECAUSE Egypt is negotiating a new 


trade agreement with Saudi Arabia, Amer­ 


ican sales to Egypt m a y improve in the 


luture. The reason is that Egypt is asking 


for payment for goods sold to Arabia partly 


in American dollars. Arabia has plenty of 


dollars from the sale of oil to American 


companies, but Eg\pt. a much better cus­ 


tomer of America, has an acute shortage 
of dollars. 
The shortage of dollars in Egypt has been 
bothering American traders for some time. 
They have been accustomed to a brisk bus­ 
iness with Egypt which sometimes amount­ 
ed to almost half a billion dollars a year. 
But in the last three years exports to Egypt 
have shrunk to a trickle, because of the 
dollars shortage now so familiar to Amer­ 
icans in the export business. 
If Egypt should find ways to cure its dol­ 
lar shortage, however, the trouble would 
only be transferred to some other country. 
America just does not buy enough goods 
from other countries to enable them to pay 
for what they buy from America. And now 
there is talk of further cutting down Amer­ 
ican imports by means»of restrictive tariffs 
on goods which offer effective competition 
in the American market. If American tariff 
walls are raised again, the foreign market 
for American goods will shrink accord­ 
ingly. 
The dollar that goes out of America to 
pay for imported goods comes back again 
to pay for American goods. Why can t the 
high-tariff advocates see that this is the 
wav trade works? 


JUNIOR FIREM EN 


MODERN fire-fighting consists fully as 
much in prevention as in the actual putting 
out of fires which have been allowed to 
start. This aspect of the m atter is covered 
in Haworth, NU J,, by a junior fire depart­ 
ment which has been in existence for sev­ 
eral years. 
Organized by Chief Charles Dell, the 
boys, who are in the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades, are furnished with badges 
and allowed to ride on the fire trucks on 
some occasions. They do not ride to fires, 
however. Their job covers every angle of 
fire prevention and includes keeping hyd­ 
rants clear of weeds in Summer and snow 
in Winter. They have definite duties at the 
fire houses and are useful as inspectors for 
fire hazards. Lectures, fire drills, and es­ 
say contests or kindred subjects are held 
in the schools. 
This scheme makes use of the unbounded 
energ\ of boys as well as their enjoyment 
of real responsibility. Some such plan 
would doubtless prove advantageous in any 
small or medium-sized community. 


Vishinsky's attitude at the Paris confer­ 
ence is literally c o n e d from the Russian 
standpoint. 
They established a German 
government in the Russian zone, as they es­ 
tablished 
Polish, Hungarian, Rumanian, 
Bulgarian governments despite the pro­ 
visions of the Potsdam agreements. 
The 
United States and Great Britain did not re­ 
ject these Russian administrations. We rec­ 
ognized them as faits accomplis. We as­ 
sumed. as we are now assuming in China, 
that a rejection of any crime that Russia 
commits will lead to war. We have become 
a peace-at-any-price nation. 


True, the Truman Doctrine made an ex­ 
ception of Turkey and Greece. With regard 
to those countries, the United States adopt­ 
ed a sort of Monroe Doctrine in the sense 
that they could not be made subject to Rus­ 
sian imperialism. But as regards China, 
the State Department policy has been de­ 
signed to assist Russia to conquer China 
through an army of “agrarian reformers,” 
called the Chinese Communist Party — a 
member of the Third International since 
1920. 
The assumption of the Russian must be 
that we have some special reasons about 
Greece and Turkey and Japan, which ap­ 
ply to no other parts of the world. For no 
one who pursues a logical course can pos­ 
sibly understand why this country, which 
had a firm policy concerning China f o r 
more than a century, would get so excited 
over Turkey and Greece and then throw' 
China away. Certainly, he could find no 
explanation for the simultaneous Berlin 
Airlift and the sacrifice of China. 
Therefore. 
Vishmsky approaches 
the 
Paris conference wnth the attitude of a con­ 
queror w'ho is dealing with illogical, unrea­ 
soned beings w'ho cannot determine policy 
and who are so fearful of a public opinion 
of their own manufacture that they are in­ 
capable of an honorable and dignified po­ 
sition on any question. So, he hits out at 
them, knowing full well that such men as 
Dean Acheson and Dr. Philip Jessup, how­ 
ever well intentioned, lack that iron in 
their souls which w'ould make it possible 
for them to tell their ow’n countrymen that 
their well-advertised conference must be 
wrecked on the same rock that destroyed 
all previous conferences—namely, the in­ 
sistence of R u s s i a n imperialism upon 
world conquest. 
In many respects, men like Acheson and 
Jessup cannot be blamed for their a t t i- 
tudes. which are products of their intel­ 
lectual upbringing. The American liberal 
has, since the days of Woodrow' Wilson, 
been seeking a formula for a w a r l e s s 
world, for an orderly international society, 
modeled, if possible, upon the perfections 
of the United States, w hich is a union of 48 
sovereignities. 
Their moral position is impeccable, for 
after all. war is a brutal demonstration of 
the inadequacy of civilization. If wars per­ 
sist. if nations cannot resolve their differ­ 
ences without recourse to war, it must be 
admitted that our civilization is skin-deep. 
The highest point in the actual imple­ 
mentation of this doctrine wras reached in 
the Keliogg-Briand 
pact, 
according 
to 
which war was outlawed. That pact was 
signed in 1928; it was follow'ed by the Man­ 
churian war, the Ethiopian war and World 
War II. The League of Nations, w h i c h 
existed to prevent wars and to punish ag­ 
gressors, was destroyed by the Manchur­ 
ian war, and the United Nations has proved 
to be utterly ineffectual except in the Js-

DIET AND HEALTH 


Two Causes For Frequent 
And Persistent Headaches 


Bf HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. MD. 


A S I have pointed out, th# condi­ 
tions which may caus# headache are 
numberless but, for th# type of 
headache which recur* frequently 
and persista over a long period of 
time, there seem to be two main 
causes. 
These are first, head injuries and, 
secondly, psychological d istu rb - 
ances, such as m ental conflicts or 
emotional strain. 
A large number of patient# with 
these types of headaches have been 
studied by Dr. Arnold P. Friedm an 
and his co-workers, of New York. 


A fter Accident 
Where headache resulted from in­ 
jury, the pain appeared soon after 
the accident and persisted for more 
than two months. 
The factors which are thought to 
account for these headaches are dis­ 
tention or swelling of the blood ves­ 
sels within the skull, possible spavin 
of the neck and head muscles, and 
the emotional effect produced by the 
injury, auch aa anxiety or depres­ 
sion, 
A patient with so-called psycho­ 
genic or psychologic headache has 
head pains regularly when subject 
to tome m ental conflict or strain. In 
these patients, thorough exam ina­ 
tion reveals no evidence of physical 
illness or an abnormal condition It 
is thought th at these psychologic 
headaches are due also to some 
sw elling or dilation of the blood ves­ 
sels within the skull, and spasms of 
the head and neck muscles. 
A variety of remedies for head­ 


aches of the two kinds mentioned 
have been suggested. More than 600 
patients with such headaches were 
treated w th different types of drugs 
—pain-relieving drugs, drugs which 
cause a contraction of th# blood ves­ 
sels, and drugs which cause the 
blood vessels to dilate. In addition, 
vitamins, together 
with 
psycho­ 
logical measures, were also used. 


Best Result# 
It was found th at the best results 
were obtained in those patients 
treated 
with 
the 
pain-relieving 
preparations. The other drugs ap­ 
parently gave no better results than 
those obtained by the use of sub­ 
stances which had no known effect 
on the body, such as salt solution. 
It is felt that treatm ent with 
drugs is beneficial in many cases be­ 
cause the patient knows he is receiv­ 
ing treatm ent and has confidence in 
the remedy which the physician has 
prescribed for him. It is im portant 
in a1! of these cases to restore the 
patient'* confidence and to get rid 
of factor* of m ental and physical 
strain which contribute to the per­ 
sistence of the headache. 
The physician, of course, will pre­ 
scribe such drugs as he thinks may 
be useful, particularly sedatives or 
quieting drugs.

By HENRY C. NICHOLAS 
Central Press Correspondent 
WASHINGTON — “The govern­ 
ment has foisted upon us a new 
WF A Writer’s Project of gigantic 
proportions,“ said Senator Styles 
Bridges 
(R.), 
New 
Hampshire. 
“The Senate should crack down 
on this publishing spree. It is time 
to cut out this nonsense and cut 
it out immediately." 
The publishing activities of the 
federal government are one of the 
great unsolved mysteries of Wash­ 
ington. 
For years Congress has 
attempted to obtain accurate In­ 
formation on the size and cost of 
these activities, but without no­ 
table success. Consciously or oth­ 
erwise, no top military secret is 
surrounded with such aa impene­ 
trable fog. 
Because the federal government 
maintains no cost accounting sys­ 
tem no over-all figures on its pub­ 
lishing activities are available. 
The 
many 
investigations 
b y 
Congress have been able to estab­ 
lish little beyond the fact that the 
government is by far the largest 
publishing house in the world and 
its over-all costs run into the hun­ 


d r e d s of millions. 
No one knows how many month­ 
ly magazines, books and booklets 
are published and distributed free 
of c h a r g e , many printed with lav­ 
ish use of illustrations on high- 
g r a d e papier. 
No one knows the 
number of persons engaged In this 
work or the total cost to the tax­ 
payer.

Most citizens have assumed that 
the government printing is done 
by the Government Printing Office 
in its nine enormous plants. This 
is far from being the fact. 
It is true that the nine plants 
turned out over 12 billion copies 
of printed matter in 1948. How­ 
ever, tliis represented only a frac­ 
tion of the publishing activities of 
the government. 
Most of those government publi­ 
cations were processed and pnnt- 
l ed by the departments and agen­ 
cies 
themselves, 
in 
their 
own 
printing plants and through con­ 
tracts with outside firma 
A survey mails 
by 
the Joint 
Committee of 
Printing 
in 1947 
showed that 33 departments and 
agencies had 133 printing plants 
and 256 duplicating plants located 
throughout the country. 
One of the departments had 44 
I printing plants, another 41 and an­ 
other 23. There were 25 govern­ 
ment printing plants in one city 
and 23 in another. 
Washington 
had 61. In addition these depart­ 
ments 
contracted 
with 
outside 
companies to do 
some 
of their 
printing. 
Senator Bridges recently asked 
each federal department to supply 
him with one copy of each publi­ 
cation issued during the past fis­ 
cal year which went to the public. 
He was literally swamped by the 
number 
of 
publications 
he 
re­ 
ceived, having great difficulty in 
finding space in which to store 
them. 
Bridges actually received 83,723 
copies 
of 
different 
publications. 
These 83-odd thousand, however, 
comprised only a portion of the 
publications printed by the gov-

eminent during the year. 
One bureau 
begged 
off on A 
stack of publications It estimated 
to be 52 feet high. 
Two others 
begged off on similar grounds. A 
fourth said it would be impossible 
to comply with the request, as one 
copy of each of the publications it 
had printed would fill a warehouse. 
These figures, Senator Bridges 
says, refer to only one copy of 
each publication printed and dis­ 
tributed during the fiscal year. No 
one has attempted to estimate the 
colossal figure that would repre­ 
sent the total number of copies 
that were printed. 
One agency alone is known to 


have distributed 61,979,102 copies. 
How many copies were distributed 
free of charge by other agencies 
is unknown. 
Notwithstanding this wholesale 
free distribution, these govern­ 
ment publications are printed on 
such a lavish scale that each year 
millions of them accumulate in 
warehouses. 
Tons of undistributed publica­ 
tions unearthed by investigators 
are given as "concrete evidence of 
waste and extravagance resulting 
from poor administrative judg­ 
ment." 
Over 500,000 of some publica­ 
tions and from 200,000 to 300,000 
of many others were found stored 
in warehouses—untouched and un­ 
wanted. 
During the last two years one 
department is known to have con­ 
demned 
over 
10,000,000 
over­ 
stocked 
publications. 
No 
one 
knows how many tons of undis­ 
tributed publications of other de­ 
partments 
have 
been stored lo 
warehouses 
or 
sold 
as 
waste 
paper. 
“Not only is the federal govern­ 
ment the largest publishing house 
in 
the 
world,” 
s a i d 
Senator 
Bridges, “but It’s the largest pub­ 
lisher of inane, stupid and childish 
literature. This kindergarten ap­ 
proach to the written word only 
serves to make the government 
look ridiculous in the eyes of its 
own and other people.”
